Tiny roots burrowing deep 
into forest soil in search of 
nourishment have been use¬ 
ful in locating concentrations 
of zinc and copper at depths 
down to 30 feet. Mineral so¬ 
lutions are absorbed by the 
tree roots and are then car¬ 
ried throughout the living 
parts of the tree. If a chem¬ 
ical analysis of the limbs 
show a higher than normal 
mineral content for the area 
or species, a deposit of min¬ 
eral beneath the tree is indi¬ 
cated. 

The name “biogeocherms- 
try has been given to this 
new method of exploration. 
Its application may be ex¬ 
tended to detect such rarer 
minerals as vanadium, silver, 
gold, tungsten and uranium.

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it is only fair that your readers 
get the whole picture about 
the creation of a new street in 
the downtown area. 

In regard to the “Unbear¬ 
able” cost of the project for 
some af the property owners, 
the inference made would lead 
one to think it would amount 
to the property value of the 
home. There is hardly a home 
on the street that couldn’t 
raise the costs for the improve¬ 
ments on their property, based 
on the increased valuation of 
the property. 

These homes on Esperanza 
would be at least 125 feet from 
the proposed street. I know 
this, for I traverse it daily. This 
is a greater distance than 
many homes on Sierra Madre 
Blvd.. which are subjected to 
the “roar of trucks” daily. En-- 
forcement of local traffic laws 
will eliminate most "roars.” 

There are other alternatives 
to those proposed by Mr. Ship- 
pey, for the property owners. 

I regret to differ with Mr. Ship- 
pey on property values based 
on the new street. Overnight, 
these properties will increase 
in value. This can prove profit¬ 
able to the property owners on 
Esperanze. if they desire to 
split their approximately 300- 
feet lots in two. This would 
provide lots facing the new 
street, which if zoned for mul¬ 
tiple dwellings could readily 
be sold at a value far beyond 
the present value of the entire 
property. This would still 
leave a home with a lot of 
about 150 feet in depth. This 
might not be sufficient for 
some people, but we have 
found it possible and comfort¬ 
able to live on a lot less than 
150 feet for many years. The 
sale of the rear portion of this 
lot, facing on the new street 
would prove an unforeseen in¬ 
come to many of these people. 

There appears to b an un¬ 
conscious bias expressed 
against the business men in 
Mr. Shippey’s column of Mar. 

19. For while Mr. Fhippey feels 


entitled to an income property, 
he would deprive other owners 
' of income from a considerable 
amount of property wTiich for 
many years lays waste behind 
the Sierra Madre Blvd. business 
establishments only because 
there is no access to this prop¬ 
erty. 

If only the business people 
would benefit by this project, 
—which many Esperanza prop¬ 
erty owners do not concede,— 
there are still other reasons 
why this new street is desir¬ 
able. 

Many people are anxious to 
prevent any changes in Sierra 
Madre, but they overlook 
changes that are already here. 
That is so because it is now a 
"fait accompli”. 

The great increase of traffic 
on the Boulevard creates a gen¬ 
uine problem and will be more 
so when the new bank building 
opens with its large parking 
area. The new street would 
draw off a considerable 
amount of necessary parking 
and traffic and relieve the con¬ 
gestion on the main boulevard. 
Improvement of traffic condi¬ 
tions and relief of congestion 
certainly tends to prevent acci¬ 
dents and loss of life. This will 
benefit the whole community, 
—not just the business men. 

This proposed street is not 
a new project. It is a long-de¬ 
layed and postponed necessity. ■ 


There are other aspects that 
should be mentioned, but space 
is limited. The street is recom¬ 
mended by the Planning Con¬ 
sultants. In fact, they have ad¬ 
vised provision for far more 
business space than most pres¬ 
ent-day citizens desire. But this 
area is logical for business de¬ 
velopment and parking. These 
are realities that must be fac- 


If the majority of people in¬ 
volved, feel that this is a neces¬ 
sary project and it is so recom¬ 
mended by the Planning Con¬ 
sultants, the Planning Commis¬ 
sion and the City Council, it 
seems the American and fair 
way to settle the question. 

I think what is happening to 
Sierra Madre js something that 
many may have dreaded. We 
are in the path of the growth 
of civilization, or at least 
marked population growth in 
this area and inevitably, in its 
wake, comes the unpleasantries 
that some are bound to suffer. 

It is my sincere belief that 
this new street will be of great 
benefit to the city and it can 
be done without any great 
hardship or sorrow to anyone.

something probably labelled 
progress, in the shape of re- 
zoning purely R-l zones down

.Plant Superintendent That Welcome sign pointed 
the way to a place that was 
home — home from industrial 
districts, from business offices, 
from horrid Main Streets. 
When visitors came to see 
friends in Sierra Madre, they 
were instructed to look for the 
Welcome sign as a directional 
guide. At the end of a day’s 
work, Sierra Madreans knew 
they had left commerce behind 
when they saw the Welcome 
sign and entered the bosky 
avenues of our little town. 

The Sierra Madre News of 
March 3rd printed an article 
entitled Welcome Sign Is Un¬ 
welcome, which says “Like a 
man without a country, it (the 
Welcome sign) has been re¬ 
fused even so much as stand¬ 
ing room by state, county, Pas¬ 
adena and private authorities 
. . . Councilman Roberts has 
suggested that it might be 
used at the corner of W. Sierra 
Madre and Michillinda Blvds. 

This last seems an excellent 
suggestion, as the sign would 
be keeping company with the 
friendly club signs already 
there. Unless that corner is re¬ 
zoned from R-l to C. Re-zoned 


to general commercial, in 
which case the Welcome sign 
would likely be keeping com¬ 
pany with a gasoline station, 
about the most unwelcome 
thing to Sierra Madre residents 
that such a corner could have. 
It is the main corner of en¬ 
trance to Sierra Madre. It is 
covered with trees. That corner 
and its opposite, occupied by a 
church, hold the fort against 
the ugly encroaching of mar¬ 
kets, drug stores, small shops 
and the gasoline station that 
have already reached our 
gates. If once we let commerce 
and real estate speculation 
take the approaches to Sierra 
Madre, the whole rural char¬ 
acter of the town will soon be 
gone. 

To whose benefit? The an¬ 
swer to that question is most 
important to all of us. 

Directly adjacent to and be¬ 
hind that particular southeast 
corner of Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and Michillinda on Mariposa 
Ave., there are five first-class 
homes and gardens, one with 
a swimming pool. Oil and wa¬ 
ter do not mix. The oil of a 
gas station will not mix with 
the water of a swimming pool. 
Our Welcome sign will fit in 
with trees but not with a com¬ 
mercial corner. 

Let us put back the Welcome 
into Sierra Madre as a home 
town and keep out more gen¬ 
eral commerce and real estate 
speculation. These would ruin 
our corners and impose the 
crowding of multiple dwellings 
on purely R-l zones.

CHANGING TIMES 

ROY O. GILBERT 
Los Angeles County

A great Improvement in the 
physical health of the Ameri¬ 
can people has occurred since 
the turn of the present century. 
In 1900, the average expectation 
of life at birth was slightly 
more than 47 years. In 1951, at 
which time the last national 
reckoning was made, this span 
had lengthened to 68.5, an in¬ 
crease in time that is equiva¬ 
lent to the entire life of pre¬ 
historic man. Within the next 
decade or two, the average 
length life in the United 
States may possibly extend 
quite comfortably beyond 
the allotted span of three 
score and ten. The rapid 
progress that has been made 
in medical science and the in¬ 
crease of health services to the 
public are, in considerable, 
measure, responsible for this 
betterment. 

Preventive medicine goes 
back into the ages when it 
was the duty of community or 
religious leaders to lay down 
the laws of health. The rules 
of health Moses gave to his 
people are to be found in the 
book of Leviticus and the code 
for mental health that he re¬ 
corded is summed up in the 
Ten Commandments. 

In the centuries that followed 
the Reformation, however, the 


health of the population was 
neglected—a neglect which per¬ 
sisted until the advent of the 
Industrial Revolution in the 
middle of the 19th century. At 
this period, people in rural 
areas flocked to factory towns 
and over-crowding, dirt, lack of 
sanitation, and long working 
hours were but a few of the 
evils that made the disease 
and death rates rise alarming¬ 
ly. To alleviate these condi¬ 
tions doctors were pressed into 
the service of the state, but it 
was not until the devlopment 
of the science of bacteriology 
toward the end of the 19th cen¬ 
tury that knowledge of the 
cause and prevention of disease 
increased with great rapidity. 

During the past 50 years, ad¬ 
vances made in the control of 
contagious diseases have been 
dramatic. Typhoid fever and 
diphtheria were dreaded afflic¬ 
tions which claimed thousands 
of American lives in the period 
around 1900. Today, both dis¬ 
eases are at® the vanishing 
point. Smallpox, in the early 
part of the century, killed al¬ 
most 3000 people each year. In 
a recent study, which covered 
a five-year period, smallpox 
deaths averaged but 12 a year. 
And .although typhus killed a 
great number of soldiers in 
World War I, in World War II 
not one single American sol¬ 
dier died of this disease. 

National statistics reveal that 
tuberculosis has dropped from 
second to tenth place as a 
cause of death since 1900. Just 
a few years ago, syphilis treat¬ 
ment dragged out over a 70- 
week period but now, in the 
early stages of disease, it can

TREE ROSES—EYE-LEVEL 
BEAUTY 

The special appeal of tree 
roses is their height—reaching 
almost four feet they offer fra¬ 
grance you can reach and eye- 
level appeal. 

There is still a short time to 
do some bare root planting of 
tree roses, says the California 
Association of Nurserymen. Ex¬ 
cellent selections in this type 
of rose in shades of red are 
Bravo, Charlotte Armstrong, 
Chrysler, Heart’s Desire, Noc¬ 
turne and San Fernando. 

Blending colors of pink and 
rose can be had with these 
roses: First Love, Helen Trau- 
bel, Pinkie and Show Girl. If 
your choice for tree roses is 
white you can select from Mc- 
Gredy’s Ivory, Snowbird or 
White Wings. 

Shades of yellow will add 

be successfully treated in 10 
days or less. And so it goes. 
These are but a few of the 
diseases that medical science 
and public health have brought 
under control. 

Much remains to be done. 
Many problems, particularly in 
the chronic diseases, await a 
solution. Generally speaking, 
however, health conditions have 
improved and for that we can 
give thanks to the changing 
times in which we live. 


verve to your rose garden and 
MoGredy’s Yellow, Mrs. E. P. 
Thom and Peace will give you 
various blends of this color. 

In planting the tree rose—as 
with most other types of roses 
—set the plant with the crown 
at soil level, at the same level 
it was planted at in the nur¬ 
sery. Nurserymen recommend 
that no commercial fertilizers 
be added to the soil until the 
plant is well along in its 
growth. Peat moss or compost 
may be mixed into the soil 
before planting, however. When 
a substantial amount of new 
growth has developed you may 
sprinkle fertilizer on the sur¬ 
face of the soil around the 
plant and water it in. Thus 
applied it will feed the rose 
without burning its new roots. 
With tree roses proper staking 
is very important. When plant¬ 
ing, tie the plant to the stake 
with burlap or canvas strips 
and secure it in two places if 
there are high winds, one if 
not. In very hot areas wrap 
burlap around the rose’s trunk 
and place the stake on the 
south side of the plant to pro¬ 
tect it from the sun. 

Rose culture means regular 
watering and feeding in the 
growing season. Make sure that 
the water reaches the deep 
roots by making a basin around 
the plant. In feeding the rose 
wait until after the first season 
to begin feeding regularly in 
small amounds. Roses need lots 
of food—but fertilizer applied 
too soon after planting can do 
harm.

“Only in religion do we find 
an adequate answer to the 
question ‘Who Am I?’ which 
faces every man,” the Rev.
